3. Sxcrion 24 (1) (b)—Number of relief circles and officers in charge.—Two more Charge 
Superintendents have joined yesterday, Ono Charge Superintendent use had been sanction- 
‘od Jeft almost fetimediataly on taking charge. ere have been some minor changes in 
the circles since I gave a complete list of them, I am baying fresh lists prepared, and 
will include them in a future report. 

4, Snorion 24 (2) (@—General state of the affected tracts,—As ‘was anticipated, there 
has been some increase of the numbers both on relief works and on gratuitous relief. But 
the increase has beon by no moans so large a8 wo anticipated. The people continue to 
be in good condition, and no ono can complain that the tasks sot aro for tho soil of this 

istriet anything but extremely light. By dint of inocssant exertion and tho oarefal 
schooling of all our officers in charge and wo: ts before they aro sent out to independent 
charges, tho task is being fairly well sooured on tho whole, and to this T attribute the 
small noribers whon compared with the famine of 1879-74. at tho same time the people are 
not being driven off our works, in any case where they really require to work, nor are they 
being reduced in condition, It may subsequently wt that owing to our reduced numbers 
this distriot will not compare favourably with ge districts as regards the tage 
of ostablishmont expenditure to other expenditure. But oven if this should fe ‘80, the 
economy in avoiding wasteful and unnecessary expenditure will be very great, and still 
more important is the avoidance of the gravo demoralisation which must result from works 
not being under full and complete control when tho so-called wages paid becamotindistin- 
ishablo from gratuitous relief. ‘Tho extreme diffloulty of forooasting probable require. 
ments must also bo admitted. It was neoessary to be pro} for the worst ; and without 
actual experionce of the famine and its management in this district in 1873-74, it was 
impossible to say how far the large figures of that year were duo to conditions which have 
er ern confirms vary strongly the The

2. General condition. —There is, so far, nothing at all alarming to report as to the general 
condition of the district. Frices unfortunately continue to rise, and complaints of distress 
consequent on this are-frequent ; but as far as visible signs of scarcity go, there is, as far as 
T can obsorve, absolutely no symptom of acute distress in any part of the district. That the » 
people must find some difficulty in making both ends meet, in face of the extraordinarily high 
price of rice, must be taken for granted, but I have not, so far, obtained information of a 
Single authenticated instance of actual under-feoding. Helpless old women and beggars have, 
no doubt, greater difficulty in making a subsistence than in ordinary years, but even they are 
always, on enquiry being made, found to be golting along somehow on Brivate charity. I 
mado @ rapid tour, through the Panch parganas from the 14th to the 17th instant, in order 
to visit the road ‘works going on there, and came across no single instance of emaciation, 
the women and children, working on the roads especially, appearing to be in excellent oon- 
dition. In Rahe somo 18 beggars had been regularly fed at the thana from the funds placed 
‘in the hands of the police under soction 12 of the Famine Code. ‘This was, of course, an 
‘mproper use of the funds. Since, however, the assistance given by the police had dried wy

The prophylactic treatment of malarial diseases by daily dosés of sulphate 
of cinchonidine, combined with the sulphate, or the tincture of the perchloride, 
of iron, was continued during 1896. In several cases the Medical Officers haye 
reported that no result was observable; but the majority consider that the 
treatment has been beneficial, and that the number of cases of intermittent and 
remittent fever has diminished. Dr. Meadows (Cuttack) speaks of the treat- 
ment as extremely valuable, and ascribes to it the comparative immunity of 
the prisoners in his jail from dysentery, At the Bankura Jail a series of 
experiments was carried on by Dr. Green, who states that no markedly bene- 
ficial results are observable in the incidence of bowel-disease, but that the 
liability to malarial fever has much decreased, 

Dysentery and diarrhoea accounted for 5,291 admissions to hospital and 
34 deaths, as compared with 5,666 admissions and 155 deaths in 1895,  Dysen- 
tery was both less frequent and less fatal during the year. The largest mortality 
from this disease occurred in the Midnapore and Alipore Central Jails, and the 

hapra, Dinajpur, Comilla and Purnea District Jails. 

Admissions and deaths from anemia and debility decreased from 546 
dmissions and 30 deaths to 234 admissions with 20 deaths. 

Deaths from cholera rose from 26 to 60, owing chiefly to two severe
